HUGH ALLEN, W6MFC 
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It is with great sadness we report that our dear friend and long time SCDXC member Hugh Allen 
passed away last month. He held positions of treasurer and secretary for many years. He was also 
a member of QCWA, Society of Wireless pioneers, and the 50 club. Rest well OM. We will see you 
soon. 


OBITUARY 


Hugh Silas Allen Jr. was born on October 15, 1917 in Texarkana, Texas. He was the eldest son of his parents Hugh and Theresa Allen with his younger 
brother John Wright Allen 3 years his junior. The family traveled a lot in Hugh’s early years because Hugh’s father worked for the railroad. His Family 
finally settled in San Francisco where he attended the local High School, Galileo High School. He later attended and graduated from Berkley with a B.S. 
in Engineering. After college when WWII broke out Hugh enlisted in the Navy and was sent to Officers Training School and further training in well known 
engineering colleges such as Bowden College to hone his skills in radio communications. He became a radio communications instructor during the war 
and taught pilots and radio personnel. He was eventually based in the Pacific. He served 3+years with a large amount of time in the Philippines attaining 
the rank of Lieutenant. 


Hugh met and married his first wife in San Francisco, but alas the marriage was a war casualty and they were divorced after a short time. After Hugh left 
the service he reestablished his career in radio he met and married Abigail Allen, who was originally from Panama. After marrying Gail they moved to 
New York. He worked in radio at the U.N. and began his audio career. He bought a house on Linda Lane where he and Gail cared for his aged sick 
parents until their deaths. Hugh’s father was a diabetic and later an amputee while Hugh’s mother suffered from Alzheimer’s. Both parents are buried at 
Hillside Memorial, New York. He joined the Pioneer Broadcaster’s club in New York and later transferred to the Pacific Pioneer Broadcasters in Los 
Angeles where many notable TV, Radio and Movie celebrities and technical workers are members. 


Hugh traveled as a result of representing companies in the audio industry and was given the opportunity of heading up the West Coast Operations for a 
well know manufacturer of audio equipment in Hollywood as Vice President where he spent the remainder of his working life after moving to California in 
1965. He bought the house he lived in and loved over 45+ years ago on Royal Woods Dr. in Sherman Oaks in 1965 and worked on it lovingly over the 
years. He had 2-radio towers on his property- one 75 feet and one 50-feet. He was an avid Ham Radio Operator belonging to several radio clubs of 
serving as an officer in a couple of clubs over the years. He was last secretary of the 50’s club up until he was in his eighties. 


Hugh Silas also belonged to the Sapphire Club, a recording and broadcaster club, in Hollywood where he spent much time with fellow engineers in the 
audio business as well as broadcasters. He was well known in audio, broadcasting and radio teaching and speaking at many professional gatherings 
always ready to share knowledge before and after his retirement. He was still attending meetings to about 1990. He also attended meetings at Pacific 
Pioneer Broadcasters until he was in his 90's with his stepdaughter escorting him in later years after his third wife, Elvira passed away. 


At 65- years old Hugh decided to take care of himself, having become an insulin-diabetic he wanted to travel the world e.g. Europe, Asia, South Amer- 
ica, Mexico, which they did, into his late seventies. Gail passed away in 1989 at their Sherman Oaks home. Hugh was interested in everything having 
played the guitar and trumpet; collecting; computer; ham radio operations; gourmet foods and cooking; home improvements projects; clubs and profes- 
sional organizations; and enjoyed socializing with many people. 


At 75-years old he met and married Elvira Teixeira and they lived in his Sherman Oaks home after a lovely wedding attended by friends and family given 
by Elvira’s only child, Lenore Sussman. Lenore was later to become Hugh’s companion after her mother died keeping Hugh, Dad, in good health by 
seeing to his medical needs and attending to his finances. Hugh was happy he had acquired a fine daughter in addition to his wife Elvira and considered 
himself lucky. 


Lenore Sussman was always close to her mother, Elvira, so after her marriage to Hugh; Lenore was frequently with Mom & Dad. Unfortunately, Hugh 
was widowed again after 12 years with Vera, passing away May 25, 2005 . After which Lenore fulfilled a promise she had made to her mother of taking 
care of Dad and was responsible for obtaining care giving for him, his medical needs, and socializing life as well. Lenore & Hugh went out once a week 
to the movies and dinner up until October shortly before Hugh’s fall fracturing his hip, hospitalization, operations and rehab care. 


Hugh Allen passed away in the rehab facility where he was recovering and doing well, suddenly, but peacefully saying his goodbyes to caregiver and 
Rehab Staff Members who were in his room at the time.

DX@DX POSTPONEMENT (N6RV) 


Jan. 12, 2011 — 0506 GMT 


To the DX Community at large - It’s with regret that as Team Leader, | have to announce the postponement of the DX@DX Spratly 
Islands DXpedition 2011, due to circumstances beyond the control of the DX@DX Team. 


Our situation began when our original mode of transport by ship was terminally damaged back in late October 2010. We then went 
to our contingency plan which was to fly in, as there were no ships deemed to be safe and provided facilities for safe passage to 
Pag-Asa, available. 


We hand landing permission and booked the correct sized aircraft and with the security cleared pilots. To simplify it, there was 
conflicting agreements and hence the aircraft could not get approval of its flight plan. 


The bottom line is this. We have a license, we have authority to land via ship, hence when the ship becomes available in the near 
future, it is my intention to activate this entity in 2011. 


The team has worked tirelessly to remove the hurdles that were placed before the team in the last minute. 


As time was running out for this window of opportunity, and before more operators become stuck here in Palawan, the decision 
was made to postpone the activation. 


A call was placed to PARA advising them that a postponement of the activation would be sought to a date in in the near future, 
where the activation will look at again taking place. 


All equipment will need to be exported out of Philippines to comply with current Philippine Customs Law in which it was brought 
into the country. 


The plan is to be re-assessed so the current operators have the first opportunity to be on this future trip. 
Once more information is at hand, | will advise the DX Community.

| hope you are interested in letting other hams get to know more about you than your name and callsign! | am sure you have much of interest to tell the rest of us, just as | presume 
you would like to know more about "the ham at the other end!" Like you, he/she has much more to offer than "599 TU." 


| hope you will join KH6OO, VE3XN, and many others when they say, 

"Thank you for including me!" 

My plan is to change the name to “Encyclopedia of Amateur Radio" and try to get at least 700 presentations on the CD. 
So what does the CD contain so far? (It’s written like a book) 

347 hams present themselves on 1062 pages. (I am sure you have worked most of these guys!) 

18 recent rescue operations are presented on 89 pages; 

27 recent DXpeditions with 385 photos from the participants cover 237 pages; 

(Several hams have sent me CDs with their entire photo albums to be used on the CD!) 

29 pages are devoted to some significant highlights in ham radio through the years. 


So why isn’t this a book? 1471 pages and 1600 photos would fill four books and would become extremely expensive! The printing of my book (324 pages) "Thanks to Amateur Ra- 
dio" in 1994 cost me $ 10,000! On the other hand, a CD offers several advantages when you search for information or want to magnify a photo to look at details.

With the opening of the Panama Canal in 1914, shipping in the 
passage between Cuba and Haiti greatly increased. The U.S. 
Lighthouse Service built a 162 foot light-tower (NAV001) on the 
island in 1917, 395 feet above sea level. A keeper and two as- 
sistants were assigned to live there until the U.S. Lighthouse 
Service installed an automatic beacon in 1929. The U.S. Navy 
set up an observation post for the duration of World War Il. Af- 
ter absorbing the lighthouse service in 1939, the U.S. Coast 
Guard serviced the light twice each year. The lighthouse was 
shut down in 1996 and administration of Navassa Island trans- 
ferred from the Coast Guard to the Department of the Interior. 


A 1998 scientific expedition to the island described it as a 
unique preserve of Caribbean biodiversity; the following year it 
became a National Wildlife Refuge and annual scientific expe- 
ditions have continued. According to FWS internal records, Na- 
vassa is among the most pristine marine habitats in the world. 
The island has been inhabited for years by illegal aliens from 
Haiti, fishermen who live on the island seasonally. 


Amateur Radio History 

Hams have been visiting Navassa Island since 1929 and pos- 
sibly earlier. It appears that for almost 65 years access to the 
island was readily available. When the island was declared a 
sanctuary only Haitians with their livestock frequented the is- 
land for fishing season. Presumably if an American set foot on 
the island unannounced the Coast Guard would be dispatched 
and the offending party removed. Feral cats still roam the is- 
land and dogs have been spotted by passerbys. { 


In friendlier days a permit was easily obtained and, as the table 
on the next page indicates, the island was visited frequently 
and activated by many large groups. 


The KP1-5 project is currently considering a DXpedition to Na- 
vassa in the future. It will most likely be one similar to the 
Desecheo DXpedition. The USFWS is reticent in issuing a per- 
mit to anyone since it is considered to be a pristine wildlife pre- 
serve (less the lighthouse, keepers building, strip mines, boil- 
ers, railroad tracks, landing platform, and various items 
dropped by laborers all over the island). Of course a few very 
clean and considerate hams would really pollute this temple to 
nature. Again Haitians paddle to the island on aregular basis a 
to grab from the oceans bounty probably leaving nets and fish- am 
ing gear that runs afoul on the bottom to ensnare fish and ma- ca 
rine wildlife. One has to wonder why our government is restrict- F % 
ing US citizens from traveling to our possessions.

The table was a block 
of cement left over from the mining operation and a mosquito net over the 
top.

NOTG/KP1 (1978) 


This is the first trek for Bill Rowe, NOTG and company. The operation took 
place from November 26th to December 3rd 1978, 8 days. They netted 
12,800 QSOs. There were ten hams in the party. Given the group size and 
the duration there must have been several hams who happily logged this 
DXpedition. 


KP2A/KP1 (1982) 


This operation took place over an 8 day period (March 16-22, 1982). The 
operators were K1MEM, KP2A, W2IJB, WA2MOE, N200, N6CW, K8CW, 
WODX, and KOOO. They netted 34,000 QSOs. The group made the Tent 
and Generator DXpedition honor roll. They even got a snippet in TIME 
magazine.

This excursion took place from April 4-9, 1985. The 8 operators were 6BYSNR, 6Y5IC, 6BY5HN, 
6Y5KC, 6Y5FS, N2EDF, K2SG, and HK3AYM. They made 12,800 QSOs in 142 countries in 5 
days. 


N2EDF/KP1 (1988) 


This operation took place February 10-18, 1988. The operators were N2EDF, K2SG, KE4VU, 
W3GH, N4GNR, KD2NT, and KT2Q. 18,500 QSOs were made in 8 days. Again not a lot of informa- 
tion was available on the web. 


WS5IJU/KP1 (1993) 


The last recorded DXpedition to the island was by 9 DXpeditioners, W5IJU, JH4RHF, JR@DUW, 
KB4VLO, KOIYF, VE1AOE, WJ20, and NF6S. It occurred over a 7 day period, March 27th to April 
2nd. Two firsts from Navassa occurred on this trip. Kumiko, JR4DUW was the first YL to operate 
from KP1 and Don, VE1OAE made the first satellite contact. In fact it was the first major satellite ef- 
fort from Navassa. They netted 35,000 QSOs. Ever since the island has been silent.

Future Operations 


As mentioned earlier the KP 1-5 Project is planning an operation at some unknown time. Hopefully it 
will be during this solar cycle peak.

Note that the 
prior DXpeditions for the most part did not have amplifiers. Yes, this bird could be killed with one 
stone!
